Mexican Steamship Servico 
The department of trade and com- 
merce lias becu notified by the Mexi- 
can government that arrangements have 
been entered into with a British steam- 
ship company for a steamship service 
between Mexico and Canada on the Pa- 
cific coast. This is the service for 
which the Canadian parliament made 
provision two years ago. The intention 
was to have two services, one on the At- 
lantic, the other on the Pacific. The 
Atlantic service has been in operation 
for over a year, but up to the present 
some difficulty has been experienced in 
procuring a reliable company to under- 
take the service between Victoria and 
points on the Pacific coast of Mexico. 
This has now been overcome. Canada 
will pay a subsidy of §30,000 for each 
line, aud Mexico it like figure. 

The Granary Riche3 
Winnipeg, Sept. 0.— Wheat receipts 
at Canadian Pacific points took another 
big jump upward yesterday, wheu 311,- 
000 bushels were marketed by Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan farmers. It is ap- 
parent that one or two million bushels 
of wheat will be marketed this year 
during a period in which practically no 
wheat was marketed in the correspond- 
ing time last season. 

Up to today, there has been marketed 
a total of 809,000 bushels of wheal and 
;jl>,000 bushels of other grains. One 
year ago yesterday there were market- 
ed only 13,000. The sample is said to 
be very satisfactory, most of the grain 
delivered being No. 1 northern. 

About the usual quantity of grain is 
being shipped direct by the farmers, 
much the larger amount being deliver- 
ed to the elevators.

"Since the war conditions In Japan have 
Improved greatly, ■\ }Ut t i u , country .still 
needs much money to carry on Its work.

• _ The rainy weather is delaying the 
discharging of the steamer Twickenham 
nt Esquimalt, and it is not expected 
(hat the steamer will he able to enter 
the dry dock nt Esquimalt until tomor- 
row or Sunday. The steamer Pondo 
Svhich proceeded to Vancouver at an 
early hour yesterday morning carried 
about 25,000 tons of sugar taken from 
the Twickenham, the balance of the 
eurgo will be loaded into the barge 
! Barodn, which will lie towen to Van- 
couver when the Victoria and Vancou- 
ver Stevedoring Co. completes dis- 
charging the steamer. The Pondo, of 
the Xew Zealand line, will commence 
loading her outward cargo for the Anti- 
podes as soon as the sugar is unloaded 
at the B. C. Xugnr refinery. The Pondo 
■will take 1,000.000 feet of' lumber from 
Hastings mills as well as a number of 
consignments being shipped to Christ- 
church ns exhibits nt the forthcoming 
New Zealand exhibition. 



FOGS AND STRANDINGS. 

Vancouver Paper's Comments Regard- 
ing Recent Accidents. 

Comments have been freely mnde of 
late upon the number of accidents hap- 
pening in and around Puget sound and 
the Gulf says the Vancouver News-Ad- 
vertiser. Carelessness 1ms been charged 
against mariners and the general trend 
id' opinion lias been that of censure of 
those who are responsible for the ships 
and their cargoes. A little llioughl ex- 
ercised on the part of the land-lubber 
would make him a trifle more cautious 
in his condemnation of matters beyond 
his Icon, ami thus prevent the idea going 
abroad thai the Paciiie coast is the re- 
sort for incompetent mariners, and that 
the regulations for the safely of ves- 
sels frequenting these waters are such 
ns would render navigation at nil un- 
safe. It is doubtful if anywhere there 
are in lie found better or more thorough 
provisions made for the safety of the 
travelers of the deep, than exist in the 
portion of the Pacific coast. One has 
but lo glance at the tremendous atuounl 
of shipping in und out of Puget sound 
and the waters further north, and then 
nt tiie small iisl of mishaps, very few 
of which are of more than passing mo- 
ment, to tie convinced that vessels and 
steamers operating in this territory have 
very little reason to become alarmed nt 
the increased number of mishaps in the 
past month. These accidents have in 
every case, boon caused by the great 
blanket of smoke, the result of the uni- 
versal bush fires which are raging every- 
where, which has hung like a douse pall 
over the waters and shores, obliterating 
every trace of shore line and making 
navigation, even by those who have 
■traversed the waters for years, a most 
difficult problem.

THE AL-KI'S ESCAPE. 

Pacific Coast Steamship Co.'s Freighter 
Has a Close Call at San Juan. 

When the steamer Al-Ki, which 
stranded on San Juan island not far 
r rom where the Twickenham was in- 
jured, arrived at Vancouver. Officers of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Company's 
Alaskan freighter reported that the 
steamer narrowly escaped serious in- 
jury when she ran on the Snn Juan 
shore. . In some inexplicable manner she 
passed' in the darkness through n narrow 
rocky channel, and finally grounded on 
soft bottom on the inside of the reef. 
There wns not ten feet on either side 
between her and the rocks. The offi- 
cers of the vessel are willing to wager 
that they could not make the same pas- 
sage in daylight successfully; and when 
daylight broke and revealed the position 
of the vessel, everybody on board was 
greatly astonished that she should have 
passed through safely. 

Inside the reef where the Al-Ki lay 
■there was so little room that the 
steamer could not be maneuvred under 
her own power to get out nt high water, 
and the services of the tug Sea Lion 
had lo be secured to tow her through 
■the narrow channel into deep water. 
Examination proved that the bottom of 
the steamer had not been harmed by 
grounding, and it was decided to con- 
tinue the run to Lynn canal. I 

At. Vancouver the Al-Ki loaded gold- 
dredge equipment valued at $12,000 con- 
signed to the Canadian Fortymile, 
where it will be assembled and placed 
in operation next spring. The machin- 
ery was formerly used in a dredge on 
the Fraser river near Lytton, It was 
purchased by a Seattle syndicate for 
use on l he Fortymile.

WHAT'S IN A NAME? 

There may be little in a naiiie from 
the standpoint of Romeo and Juliet, but 
there may be a groat deal when It 
comes, down to geography. For In- 
stance, people talk of the .Canadian 
Northwest and the Northwest prov- 
inces, when in point of fact they mean 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, which are 
not and never were, in any sense Of 
the word, Northwest Canada. The real 
Northwest In the Yukon. The true 
West of Canada is British Columbia. 
It Is really time for a change In this 
respect, for the present nomenclature 
Is misleading. Nothing can be- very 
much more absurd than for a British 
Columbian to say that he is going to 
the Northwest when he means that he 
is going to a region hundreds of miles 
east. Kveryone who has occasion to 
write much about the three provinces 
lying between the Ruckles and the 
Great Lakes must have felt the em- 
barrassment arising from the lack vf 0, 
correct term to embrace the three of 
them. We speak of the Maritime 
Provinces, meaning thereby Nova Sco- 
tia, New Brunswick and Prince Ed- 
ward Island. They are nut maritime 
any more than British Columbia Is; 
but they are in point or fact maritime,] 
and the name was given to them be- j 
fore Confederation, so it may as well 
remain. There is rarely any need of 
grouping Ontario and Quebec in de- 
scription, hence no need Is felt of a 
special term applicable to both. But 
everyone feels the need of an expres- 
sion that will describe Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta without dolus 
violence to the facts of geography. 
"The Middle West" has been suggest- 
ed, but this is objectionable because it 
lias already' been appropriated by the 
United States to describe the country 
in the northern part of the Mississippi 
basin. Then, In point of fact, it is 
not the Middle West. Manitoba Is 
really the middle, not of the West, but 
of the whole Dominion. If we should 
say "Middle Canada" we would have a 
term that would at least be geographi- 
cally accurate. Suppose vve decide to 
say "Middle Canada,"? That is what 
it is. Then when we spoke of Eastern 
Canada everyone would know we meant 
the provinces of Ontario, Quebec. New 
Brunswick. Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island; when we spoke of 
Middle Canada we would mean Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta; and 
when we spoke of Western Canada we 
would mean the real West, namely, 
British Columbia and the Yukon. The 
term "Northwest" might be allowed to 
fall into disuse. It is not a very good 
name anyway, for it suggests remoter 
ness and cold weather. •

John W. Yerkes, commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, who returned to his 
desk after two months In Europe, 
devoted to the study of denaturlzed al- 
cohol, expresses the belief that the 
United States will in time show the 
world how to make use of alcohol In 
the Industries. He found, he says, 
that denaturlzed alcohol has not sup- 
planted gasolene in England, Ger- 
many or France. While it Is exten- 
sively used In some lines of manufac- 
turing, It bus not come Into general 
use for power purposes. Gasolene, he 
says, is still Just as cheap, and the 
users of power seem to like it bettor 
than alcohol. 

"I did not see an automobile In Eng- 
land or France run by denaturlzed al- 
cohol," said he. " In Germany It is 
being used to some extent for power 
purposes. While it Is not generally 
used anywhere over there for power 
purposes, It Is put to many uses. 
Housewives, for Instance, use it ex- 
lusively for heating coffee, tea, water, 
It has generally 
taken the place of wood alcohol."

A clerical gentleman who has .grown ven- 
erable In missionary work In this province, 
who cast the -first net in the Fraser river 
and planted tbe ttrst fruit tret*; in British 
Columbia, called at the World office on 
Saturday with a suggestion which he 
thinks might Irani to the establishment of 
a new Industry In Hrltlsh Columbia, sayn 
the Vancouver World. lie savs that lu 
the vicinity of Fort Rupert the Indians 
tor many years .have been gathering sugar 
-weed from the lied of the ocean. They 
i;o out a little distance from the shore 
with poles 20 feel, or so, long, according 
to the depth of the water, force the stake 
'o tb" bottom and twist it about till they 
Had it Jiss f-.cnorne wrapped in the peculiar 
weed that grows there. It Is then pulled 
up, and the weed that Is brought to the 
surface Is used instead of sugar. The 
rev. gentleman says that he has tasted It 
many times and that there is a great deal 
more saccharine substance in It than in 
•sugar beets. He th'.nks that as these fields 
of sugar weed are almost Illimitable, the 
gathering' of them and the extraction of 
the sugar might be made profitable. Ills 
address can he had at this office by any- 
one Interested.

— Two meetings 
of the sub-committees of the Victoria 
Tourist and Development association 
are called' for today. The first is that of 
the Manufacturers' committee at -1 p. 
m.; and the Reception committee will 
meet at S p. m. Business of importance 
will be transacted. 



A meeting of the city council has been 
culled for this evening to further dis- 
cuss the much tallied about water sup- 
ply, hut according to reports it is very 
doubtful if there will lie a quorum pre- 
sent. It is certain that Aids. Hall and 
Davey will not be present. The former 
is enjoying a two weeks' vacation, and 
will not be home for a few days to 
come. Aid. Davey left on the Charmer 
this morning en route to Toronto and 
will lie away a month at least. 

Aid. Yates will be tumble, to be pre- 
sent while it is understood that Aid. 
Douglas also has a previous engagement 
and will be unable to be present. This 
lenvjes a bare quorum and if it should 
happen that another of the board is un- 
avoidably detained there will be no 
meeting, it is expected, however, that 
an effort will be made to have a suffi- 
cient number present to carry on the 
business. In connection with the 
water question the proseut inclement 
weather will do much to relieve the sit- 
uation and until next year, it is very 
likely that there will not be as much 
talk on the subject as there has been 
in the past. In referring to the Impor- 
tant question yesterday while in conver- 
sation with Mayor Morley, he joyfully 
exclaimed Elk Lake had risen an inch 
at 10 o'clock this morning. He pointed 
out that despite the water that was 
used the water In the lake had increased 
so much that the level of the lake was 
an inch higher than the day previous. 
Referring to the proposed works at Elk 
lake His Worship said: "if this keeps 
-jp all winter we will certainly have to 
construct dams lo save the water, other- 
wise it would go to waste, and I think 
the citizens will eventually arrive at the 
conclusion that the scheme I have pro- 
posed is the best for the city." 

Asked as to what he thought of the 
propositions that had been made by the 
Esquimalt Water Works company, to tb* 
commit tee of citizens that waited on 
them, His Worship said: "They have 
not advanced the question any, in fact, I 
did better than that myself. I hud sev- 
eral of the shareholders promise to sell 
out for $800,000 if a majority of Up- 
holders of the stock could be got to do 
the same, but it was impossible! to se- 
cure u. sufficient number. His Worship 
said that now that the wet weather had 
arrived there would be no more com- 
plnints about a shortage till next sum- 
mer, and by that time we will be. in n 
position to supply the wants of everyone. 

In referring to the water question yes- 
terday, one of the aldermen said, the 
citizens are ut last beginning to cntch 
on to what I have been trying to im- 
press on the minds of the citizens ever 
since the question was raised. It is a 
well known fact, said the alderman, 
that the reservuir at Elk lake has very 
seldom less than 3,000,000, and it has 



been stated repeatedly that the amount 
of water that, till within the last few 
days has been used in the city is about 
:!,000,000 gallons, consequently that 
amount has been forced through the bi- 
ter beds. 

Taking into consideration the charac- 
ter of the intake at the reservoir and 
allowing the usual rate of flow Ve.-mch 
an hour there should be l,85u,<)25 gal- 
lons puss through the filter beds but it 
is very doubtful if more than a million 
and a half passes through, but still 
about ,'1,000,000 gallons have been used 
throughout: the summer, which accounts 
for the uhfiltered water that is being re- 
ceived In the city. It is proposed, said 
the alderman, to trust to Elk lake for 
a supply of 3,000,000 gallons per day it 
will be necessary to have additional fil- 
ter beds, ns well as two settling basms. 
This is what His Worship proposes ft) 
do, if it is decided lo install a £4 -inch 
main. If u 24-inel) main is laid it will 
be impossible for the reservoir from the 
present filter beds to supply it and con- 
sequently the consumers will be as bud 
off as before, 

If it is intended lo construct extra fil- 
ter beds it will be necessary to expend 
a much larger sum of money than is 
contemplated by the present bylaw. He 
explained that the present filter bed is 
situated in a hollow and on either side 
is nn almost solid wall of rock. To con- 
struct additional filter beds" if will he 
necessary to practically cut it out of 
this rock and the expense will be enor- 
mous. It will not only be the Qller 
beds but the reservoir -is well that will 
have to be cut nut of the rock bringing' 
the cost much higher than was expect- 
ed. On one side of the present filter 
beds bedrock was struck showing that 
it will be necessary to begin the rock 
work from the start if another filter bed 
is installed, and this is what will have 
to be done if a 24-inch main is laid. It 
is an important matter that has appar- 
ently been overlooked by His Worship, 
snid the nldermnn. Referring to the sup- 
ply at Elk lake the alderman said he 
thought there was ample for everyone 
if it is not wasted. He pointed out that 
the amount of water that is used per 
capita is far beyond that of any other 
city in this neighborhood. I nm in favor 
of meters nn difference what source of 
supply is decided on, there is too much 
water wasted and it is the only way to 
check them. If the citizens do not want 
motors I will compel them to use the 
water in a manner where it would he 
impossible to waste. I would stop the 
use of lawn sprinklers and nny sprink- 
ling that was done would have to be 
done by hand, that is the person sprink- 
ling would have to stand with the hose 
in their hand and not be allowed to use 
a sprinkler, and in this manner the con- 
sumer would not be so ready to water 
their lawns till everything was floating, 
nor would they be able to lay the hose 
down and go away and forget it. 

There is only one way to deal with 
the people who waste the water and 
that is in a most stringent manner. 

The meeting this evening 1ms been 
called especially to discuss water and 
a lively time is looked for.

Everybody's for September contains 
an announcement that the publishers of 
that magazine will establish a series of 
weekly newspapers in fourteen of the 
largest cities of the United States, one 
of which will be Seattle, says the Post- 
Intelligencer. 

These newspapers will be alike in 
form in each of the cities in which they 
tire to be printed. Each will bo u forty- 
eight-page paper, consisting of sixteen 
pages of half-tones, eight pages of local 
editorial comments on affairs of the 
week current in the field occupied 
which in the case of the Seattle paper 
is to be Washington, Oregon, Northern 
California, Idaho, Montana, Alaska and 
British Columbia. The remainder of tbe 
paper will ho devoted to fiction, light 
literature and editorial. 

A very important feature of affairs :U 
the national capital will be presented by 
Martin Egati, formerly of the post-In- 
telligcncer, who has resigned his posi- 
tion as representative of the Associated 
Press in London, England, to take up 
this work with Everybody's string of 
weeklies. Mr. Egan will have a corps 
of eight assistants. 

The editor of the San Francisco pa- 
per will he cither Mr. Aiken, of the 
Sunset Magazine, or ISailey Millard. 
Gelett Burgess will conduct a humorous 
department. Each week there will be 
telegraphed just before publication 15,- 
000 to 20,000 words to each local issue 
from the other cities of the string. This 
means a weekly article from Seattle 
for simultaneous publication in all the 
other cities on Everybody's circuit. 
The Central Offico 

There is lo be a central headquarters 
in New York, and at Washington City 
a corps of reporters and editors is to be 
employed out of all proportion greater 
than that in the employ of any of the 
great metropolitan dailies. It is pro- 
posed to collect and assemble the great- 
er part of the news matter, the special 
article, the litcrnry features and the 
like at the headquarters in New York 
and to telegraph them weekly to each 
paper for simultaneous publication in 
each of the cities. 

A suite of oflices has been secured in 
the Post-Intelligencer building for the 
Seattle issue, which is to be printed by 
the Post-Intelligencer company and the 
Metropolitan Press Printing company. 

So far as cvoncerns the pages reserv- 
ed for local use, each edition will be in 
dependent of the others, and each will 
he under separate editorial manage- 
ment. 

The Purpose 

Whether the projectors succeed to 
their expectations or not, their purpose 
is to publish, if possible, the most dis- 
tinctive weekly newspaper in the Unit- 
ed States, with the accent on»the news. 
Politically it is proposed that the new 
paper shall bo entirely nonpartisan and 
that each edition in each city shall live 
up to the platform', "A Militant Week- 
ly for God and th> -Country." 

Mr. C. M. Lincoln, who resigned 
from the position 'of city editor of the 
Xcw York Herald to take the managing 
editorship of the new weekly, was in 
Seattle on Tuesday, accompanied by the 
business manager. Mr. Huwley, and let 
the contrnets while here for the printing 
of the Seattle edition, engaging at the 
same time the local staff for the pro- 
posed weekly. Beriah Brown, at present 
leading editorial writer on the Post-In- 
telligencer, will be editor. There will be 
a circulation stuff and an advertising 
staff in each city. Mr. J. B. Warren, of 
the Post-lntelligencer. will he advertis- 
ing manager. 'Mr. Brown, the editor, 
has been a member of the Btaff of the 
Post-Intelligencer for nearly twelve 
years. He is the oldest son of the pion- 
eer coast editor, Beriah Brown, and the 
brother of Maj. A. N. Brown, private 
secretary to Governor Mead. 

The selection of Seattle was mnde af- 
ter n long and careful survey of the 
United States which forced the con- 
clusion that Seattle was the commer- 
cial and news center of the Northern 
Pacific coast.

The 
smelter was built for the convenience of 
the Mamie mine — a copper-gold propo- 
sition doing good and steady business 
and making regular shipments of matte 
by steamer to Tacotna. This was the 
first smelter built in Alaska. 

Mr. Randolph considers the islam/ 
rich in mineral throughout and states 
that large deposits of iron exist he. 
sides other metals, hut nothing has been 
done yet to develop these and in fact, 
the island is a new country which has 
hardly yet been scratched. There is 
great scope for developments. The in- 
dustries there are mining and fishing. 
Communication hitherto has been bad. 
In winter the boat calls once or twice 
a week and in summer three times. A 
great improvement, however, is about 
to bo etfeeted in this respect by estab- 
lishing a connection with the American 
Government Alaska cnble which runs 
from Seattle to Sitka and Juneau and 
thence to Hadley and on to Ketehicnn 
which is the business centre nnd source 
of supply. Great improvement and de- 
velopment is going on in this property— 
previously they were getting siliceous orf 
the Britannia mine but 
their own mine on the 
Portland canal whence the ore is 
brought across the line in t he regular 
liners hut the company expect soon to 
establish their own steamers. \ 

The fact that more discoveries have 
not yet been made on the island, Mr. 
Randolph attributes to the difficulty of 
transportation, everything necessary for 
prospecting and supplies having to be 
packed in personally by the prospector 
as I he country is difficult and often 
hardly accessible except by boat. Never- 
theless, he is of opinion the early devel- 
opments will take place and he looks 
forward to a great future for Hadley 
and the island. 

Mr. and Mrs. Randolph have been 
most unfortunate in the matter of 
weather during this, their first visit to 
Victoria, but they express much appre- 
ciation of so much of it as they have 
been able to see.

Four Fires in Forty-Eight Hours 
Which Have Indications of 
Incendiarism 



WORK OF THE

That a firebug has been at work dur- 
ing the past few days is evident. Within 
forty-eight hours there were no less thai) 
four lire?;, all of which were marked 
with evidences of incendiarism. The. 
first blaze took place in a cabin ;it the 
hack of So. 1>1 Chatham street in a 
shuck which had not been occupied for 
eight years, and there were traces of 
where a lire bug had built some kind- 
ling wood nnd used kerosene; half an 
hour later the lire department was 
called to a tire at Fisher's blacksmith 
shop on Store street, within a hundred 
yards of the previous lire, and here loo, 
there were evidences that the tire had 
not been accidental. The blaze occa- 
sioned the loss of two horses, which 
were burned to death, and damaged 
considerable property. Then, within a 
radius of a hundred yards another (ire 
took place on the following evening. 

Shortly before eight o'clock the fire, 
department was called to Gray's cabins 
on Herald street, next to the Hart 
block, and here the (ire hud been start- 
ed, plainly the work of an incendiary 
in an empty cabin. Dan Apples, who 
lived next door smelled smoke and in- 
vestigation showed that an old mattress 
which had been left in the empty cabin 
bad been pulled to pieces and the ex- 
celsior with which it was stuffed, had 
been piled in a corner and ignited. For- 
tunately the fire was discovered quick- 
ly, and was extinguished by those liv- 
ing nearby with several buckets of 
water. 

The fourth fire occurred shortly aft- 
erward, the brigade, this time, being 
called to an empty store on the corner 
of Cormorant and Douglas street. Here, 
too, there were marks of the work of a 
Ifire bug. The store has not been oc- 
cupied for some months and a door be- 
tween the rear pari and the main part 
of the store had been left open, being 
noticed by n neighbor, still open, at five 
o'clock. Three hours later the fire took' 
place. The manner in which the door 
is charred, with no burning evident on 
the sides, shows how the incendiary had 
closed the door to shield himself from 
the gaze of wayfarers on Douglas street, 
and some charred straw and ashes of 
piled paper and wood piled in a corner 
under the rear stairway of the store 
bears mute evidence of the work of the 
miscreant, who has. seemingly, been 
busy. The damage done, however, was 
not great, $100 probably covering all the 
loss. 

Of the four fires, the greatest loss was 
occasioned al Fisher's blacksmith shop, 
where, as stated, the blaze involved the
